Passero 
says the newly elected 
council will also need to set 
money aside over a period 
of time to replace the pool. 

“The responsible 
approach is to budget a 
portion of the funding 
needed over successive 
years, leverage those dol¬ 
lars for provincial and fed¬ 
eral grants allocated for rec¬ 
reational infrastructure, 
while reopening and oper¬ 
ating the existing pool in 
the mean time.”

Public needs to be 
aware of propane plant 
expansion, says reader 


Dear Editor, 


With reference to the 
recent article, 'Residents 
Speak Out Against Expansion 


of Propane Facility! in the 
Aug. 14 edition of the Fort 
Erie Times, I’d like to express 
disappointment that the 
report didn’t contain enough 


concerns. 

There was only one sen¬ 
tence given in reference to 
the title. The rest of the 
lengthy article was a com¬ 
plete report on how good a 
'corporate neighbour’ 
Superior Plus Propane has 
been, intends to be, and 
hopes to be in this expansion 
venture that is right in our 
backyard. 

A single sentence citing 
‘health, wildlife, noise and 
property values concerns’ is 
hardly informative and 
indicative of the article’s title 
- it felt dismissive and unim¬ 
portant. 

Several residents spoke, 
not only about the personal 
impact to themselves, but 
also the nature of propane 
and how it seeks the lowest 
point to travel in, and how it 
was an effective and deadly 
tool in warfare to wipe out 


men in the trenches for its 
silent, deadly and innocuous 
nature; how a thousand peo¬ 
ple were evacuated from 
their homes just a few years 
ago in Mississauga because 
of an unforeseen and unex¬ 
pected spill. 

Several other factors 
were brought up - the fact 
that there is an endangered 
species of snake in the very 
area they plan to bombard, 
along with the wildlife that 
will be displaced; that the 
operation will function 24-7; 
the shunting alone would 
challenge the sound barrier; 
that a large percentage of the 
gas would be to accommo¬ 
date demand from our 
American neighbours; that 
there is no real safety or 
evacuation plan in place at 
the moment with Superior 
Propane. The recent reports 
of Transport Canada’s poor 
safely culture is something 
that should make us pose a 
lot of questions. 

Yes, the representative 
from Superior was thorough 
in his presentation and good 


intentions to show the com¬ 
pany as a ’good corporate 

Why then, were the actu¬ 
al 'citizens' he’s dealing with 
not given the same press 
space in their own paper? 
Outside the council cham¬ 
bers, when another young 
man with the Superior team 
said that they had a lot of 
work to do regarding safety 
studies and environmental 
impacts, he was asked if 
those findings would be 
made public knowledge. He 
said that the report would be 
lengthy, and people could 
read it on the website if they 
wanted. We told him some- 


and informative should go in 
the local paper. He didn't 
respond, perhaps thinking of 
the immense amount of jus¬ 
tification they have in front 
of them to make this work in 
their favour. 

This is what is so frus¬ 
trating. People have to know 
what’s going on in their own 
back yards. We’re curious as 
towhythiswasn’tannounced 


publicly in the first place. 
Seems that few of the local 
residents even knew this was 
going on under their noses. 
The residents that live near¬ 
by have chosen to live there 
for good reason. Some of us 
live within the '120 metre’ 
border that has been deemed 
appropriate for information 
outlay, most don't. Certainly 
none of us want to be one of 
the many that will be affected 
in the event of a spill. While 
the questions posed by 
Council were impressive, 
more citizens need to be 
voicing their opinions, ask¬ 
ing questions, and making 
all those involved with this 
proposal accountable. 
Superior Propane, Transport 
Canada, TSSA, and CP Rail 
will have their work cut out if 
they want this to go through 
with good conscience. 

Bob Steckley was right in 
saying that is ‘screaming for 
expansion’ - and residents of 
Fort Erie should be scream¬ 
ing for accountability.

What a lovely way to head 
back into the fall. 

I hope you have been enj oy- 
ing the great outdoors and all 
it provides as we squeeze in 
the late summer fun. 

Have you been harvesting 
already? 

I know our abundance con¬ 
tinues although the tomatoes 
seem to be winding down. I 
have some scrumptious reci¬ 
pes for all those zucchini for 
those of you who have too 
many in that department. 

I worked the civic gardens I 
noticed how full and substan¬ 
tial the perennials seem. Even 
second blooms on roses and 
other flowers we might think 

That thought gives me an 
opportunity to answer the 
question "How long should I 
try growing a specific plant if 
the first try fails?” 

If you like the plant, allow 
up to three years as it may 
take that long for a perennial 
to become comfortable in the 
new space and gives it an 
opportunity to get beyond 
weather set backs. 
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gardener’s journal: how to split your hostas 


If you have a 'new' peren¬ 
nial, I would mulch it well 
into the fall to help with the 
winter adjustment 

I am often asked about 
splitting up hostas or other 
abundant growth. 

I think the propagation of 
most larger plants is neces¬ 
sary for a lively space. 

We all can recall seeing 
flowers ranging freely through 
foundations so we know they 
will survive even when the 
buildings are in ruin so you 
can’t hurt by propagating. 

My own practise is to com¬ 
pletely take out the plant and 
root and massage the roots 
prior to my sharp knife slicing 
into (usually) three cuttings. 

This can be a little shocking 
and overwhelming the first 
time you do it. Then I place 
the slices into buckets of 
water for a 12 to 24 hour peri¬ 
od to help with the shock. 

After that I give away usu¬ 
ally two of the slices and clean 
the soil and refresh with new 
planting mixture and mulch, 
then place the remaining one 
in the space I have prepared. 

I push down the soil around 
the replant very firmly and 
even give it support for a day 


or two after watering. I have 
found creating a litde ridge of 
soil around the plant keeps 
the water in at die roots to 
help ease the shock. 

Some hostas and other 
perennials can be large and 
very heavy to manage so you 
may want some ‘muscle help’ 
with these! 


It is an easier task to propa¬ 
gate perennials in spring 
when the plant is still in a 
smaller state, but you can 
‘split if you must' any time 
during the growing season. 

Just remember the water 
bath to ease the shock to the 
plant 


flies have found the new ruby 
butterfly bushes and the milk¬ 
weed and our afternoon 
space is abundant with float¬ 
ing and fluttering ‘flying flow¬ 
ers.' Taking the time to watch 
the activity has refreshed my 


moments. I am so glad we 
created this space! 

Let’s be thankful for our 
Labour Day break and enjoy 
each moment. Until next 
week, keep growing.

The Regional Municipality of Niagara

Fort Erie (Rosehill) Water Supply System ^

The Region has completed a Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (Class EA) Study 
investigating alternative solutions to increase storage (volume, location and type of storage) 
at the Stevensville Reservoir and Pumping Station.

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Ttack owner’s death shocks racing community

Erica Bicknell-Jones, gen¬ 
eral manager of Merrittville 
Speedway in Welland, said 
the racing community is "in 
shock” after losing a well- 
known member of the rac¬ 
ing community. 

"Everybody is hurting," 
Bicknell-Jones said. 

“It’s not something any¬ 
one expected. Pete was a 
good guy. He was always 
there.” 

“I can’t tell you exactly 
how long Pete has been 
involved with racing,” 
Bicknell-Jones said. 

"Everyone remembers 
Pete from when he spon¬ 
sored Trevor Wilkins.” 

Cosco sponsored Wilkins, 
who was an up-and-coming 
young driver who lost his 
battle with cancer in 1993. 

"I want to say that’s where 
Pete got his start in racing, 
(when he sponsored 
Wilkins), Bicknell-Jones 
said. 

“Pete sponsored racers, 
than he started racing him¬ 
self.” 

Cosco was a former DIRT 
Modified driver that raced 
at tracks all over Niagara 
and in New York State. 

It was in 2004, when Cosco 
“hung up his racing hat” and 
purchased Humberstone 
Speedway with his wife, 


Cosco also owned and 
operated Cosco Haulage in 
St. Catharines. 

“Personally, I’m going to 
miss going over to the pits 
on Saturday nights after I’m 
done my work and we’re all 
sitting around and having a 
drink, Bicknell-Jones said. 

"We’re all business associ¬ 
ates, but we’re all friends. 
There’s friendship, and 
camaraderie, Bicknell-Jones 

“There’s going to be some¬ 
thing missing (on Saturday 
nights.)” 

Bicknell-Jones knew 


Cosco her entire life. 

“My family has been 
friends with Pete and Linda 
for years," she said. 

‘Tve been around racing 
my whole life. You spend 
your weekends here, and 
special events in the win¬ 
ter.” 

Bicknell-Jones said many 
of the racers and track staff 
are like family. 

"To some of us, these peo¬ 
ple are actually closer to us 
than maybe an aunt, an 
uncle or cousins.” 

Bicknell-Jones said Cosco 
was like her uncle. 

Cosco “always had a smile 


and something to say to 
crack you up.” 

“He was always there to 
greet you. I don’t think Tve 
ever seen him frown in my 
life.” 

He was also the person 
who would help a racer in 

"If you needed something 
for your race car, he would 
be right there." 

Cosco “had quite a bit of 
influence on the race com¬ 
munity,” and he enjoyed 
watching his grandchildren 
race, Bicknell-Jones said.
